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A CONTRAST OF DAIRY METHODS. 


The milk conditions in Kansas City 
wre very much the same as those of 
other large and growing cities. Re’- 
erenee, therefore, to the situation as 
it is and the conditions that have }.se- 
viiled may serve as a basis for study 
and prophesy with respect not enly 
to Kansas City but to the country ac 
large. Several miles beyond the limits 
of the city, land is being held at high 
values for future addition. Much of 
this land is timbered and great value 
is set upon the trees for shade when 
the land shall be platted for building 
sites. It may be used consequently 
for nothing but pastures and here it 
is that local dairies are numerous, com- 
prising pastures of from ten to sixty 
acres. These dairymen are, for th2 
most part, tenants at will—many renu- 
ing from month to month, some by the 
year, few having any assurance thai 
they could get benefit from any sub- 
stantial

good reason for the absence of build- 
ings,. drains, water supply and other 
equipments requisite to the production 
of sanitary milk, and a prety good ex- 
cuse for the aeeumulation of manure 
and various sorts of refuse absolutely 
incompatible with sanitation. When, 
however, upon further investigation 
in remoter districts, when land is cheap- 
er and dairymen own the land they oe- 
cupy, conditions are found but little 
better, one is forced to seek another, 
perhaps additional, reason. Let the 
statement suffice for the very present, 
that competition in Kansas City has 
always kept market milk at a price that 
would justify no expense beyond feed 
and a minimum of labor—nothing has 
ever been allowed for cleanliness. The 
price has been that of milk, not clean 
milk. 

A description of the average dairy 
would read like this: A shed with 
maximum height nine feet, six feet at 
eaves—roof sloping one or two ways, 
floor of cheap planks laid on the ground, 
with eracks filled with manure, manger 
at the eave side—manure gutter, gen- 
erall well filled behind the cows—chop, 
malt, hay and a space to set milk eans 
in one eorner—a small attie loft for 
bales of hay and a few sacks of bran— 
a door at each end—a manure dump 
from one to four feet deep convenient 
to one door—a pond below the barn 


So much for the shed and surroundings, 
then there are the milk pails wide at 
the top to eatch all the dirt that falls, 
rough seams down the sides from each 
ecar—a seam around the entire bottom 
connecting bottom with sides, the whole 
indented, scratched and maybe rusty, 
but used as long as ‘‘it don’t leak.’’ 
There is the strainer somewhere about 
the shed—if it falls into the manure 
or malt, it must be rinsed in the trough 
hard by, where the milk cans are set to 
cool. There are the men who do the 
milking called ‘‘dairy hands’’ or 
‘‘milkers.’’ They are required to milk 
twenty to twenty-five cows twice daily. 
They are not employed for cleanliness; 
the only test of eflicieney being to ea 
tract a goodly quality of ‘‘laecteal fluid 
from the bovine’s udder’’ and to do it 
in such a way that it ean be repeated. 
They have no time in which to be clean 
about the milking. Their employer is 
getting paid for milk, not clean milk, 
and to produce the latter at the price of 
the former would bankrupt him. 





What about cows? There is only one 
question about a dairyman’s cow— 
‘‘Tlow many quarts does she give?’’ A 
man who is selling milk by quantity and 
not by quality is not justified in troub- 
ling himself about any disease that does 
not affect the flow. 

The result of the situation is that 
cows enter their stalls more or less 
bedaubed on udders, flanks, sides and 
tails. The wide top pail set upon the- 
floor under the cow or held beneath 
the legs of the milker catches a-plenty 
of hairs and other filth from the cow. 
If a cow urinates, the milker has sot 
time to stop, and frequently urine 
splatters on the pail and into it. Fre- 
quently a cow lifts a foot quickly, after 
having waded through the filth, and 
throws a chunk into the pail. It is 
more common than uncommon in the 
summer season to see perspiration drop 
into the pail from the face and hanis 
of the milker. It is not at all a strange 
sight to see saliva dribble from the 
beard or even the naked chin of th> 
milkers into the milk vessels. It is a 
fairly common practice among milkers 
to milk, into the hands and bathe tue 
teats, letting the milk so used d°p 
into the pail. In eold weather, the 
nose and eyes of some milkers run 
freely and droppings mix freely with 
the milk. Cats and small dogs ‘‘help 
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themselves’’—-They are particularly 
fond of the foam in the strainer when 
they cannot get into the pails.

A Danish Instructor—Dairy Articles 
Used. 

Tle Transvaal government has only 
recently engaged the services of a spe- 
cial expert from Denmark to advise 
and instruct farmers in the most mod- 
ern methods of dairying and co-vpere 
tive butter and cheese-making. All 
these new developments are creating 
new demands on the part of the farm- 
ers. If he patronizes a milk depot he 
must have a cooler, which is retailed 
at about $25 for 40-gallon capacity, as 
the distributing depots stipulate that 
milk must be cooled to 60 degrees as 
soon us it comes from the cow. He 
must have cream or milk cans. The 
usual size is 8 gallons, as they are mast 
conveniently handled. These are re- 
tailed at $7 to the farmer. 

If the farmer patronizes a creamery 
and butter factory he is compelled to 


have a separator, as these factories only 


uccept cream, and it is possible for the 
farmers to ship their cream consider- 
able distances, in some cases 200 to 
300 miles, by rail to a butter factory. 
The usual size of a separator used by 
the average farmer is of 30 to 50 gal- 
lons capacity per hour, and is worked 
by hand; it is stated that it only costs 
the farmer 8 cents per day for a Kaflir 
to separate his milk. 

The hand separator which is said 
to enjoy the largest sale in Cape Col- 
ony is the ‘¢ Alpha Laval,’’ of Swedish 
manufacture, and is sold at retail for 
#85 for 45-gallon capacity per hour. 
The next in rank with respect to sale 
is said to be the ‘‘Melotte,’’? a Danish 
separator sold through an English 
agency. This is sold retail for $76 for 
50-gallon capacity. The ‘¢Svea,’’ an- 
other Swedish separator, is retailed at 
476 for a capacity of 66 gallons per 
hour. Catalogues of the ‘*‘ Melotte’’ 
and ‘‘Svea’’

W. JUDSON SMITH FAILS IN 
SEARCH FOR HEALTH. 

W. Judson Smith, one of the organiz- 

ers of the Syracuse, Lakeside & Bald- 


winsville Railroad Company, now the 


Syracuse, Lakeshore & Northern Rail- 
road Company, died Saturday at his 
residence at Monrovia, Cal., where he 
went three years ago next month for 
the benefit of his health. Mr. Smith’s 
health was improving, his relatives and 
friends in Syracuse supposed, until a 
month ago, when he became worse. Cir- 
rhosis of the liver and heart disease 
were the cause of death. 

William Judson Smith was born in 
Syracuse August 31, 1855, and was a son 
of W. Brown Smith and Augusta Board- 
man Smith. His father died eleven 
years ago and his mother December 26 
last year, He received his early eduea- 
tion in Syracuse and for a time attend- 
ed Cornell University, where he was a 
member of the Kappa Alpha fraternity. 
He was a member of the Citizens Club. 

When a young man he became asso- 
ciated with his father in the nursery 
and live stock business. Later he re- 
ceived an appointment from the seere- 
tary of agriculture as a member of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, and for 
three years he had an office in Brook- 
lyn. 

Mr. Smith took an aetive interest in 
the New York State Fair when it was 
being held at Albany, Utica, Syracuse, 
Rochester and Elmira, and he was one 
of the men who secured the permanent 
location of the fair at Svraeuse. It 
was he who designed the laying out of 
the buildings at the fair grounds. Mr. 
Smith was general superintendent. of 
the fair and a member of its Board of 
Directors when the fair was turned over 
to the State Fair Commission, : 

While engaged in the nursey and live 
stock business he became interested in 
other pursuits. He took an aetive part 
in the building of the Syracuse, Lake- 
side & Baldwinsville Railroad, and was 
president of the company and manager 
for some time. 

Mr. Smith was president of the Oak- 
wood Cemetery Association until he 
went to California, and was a trustee 


until about a year ago. Prior to going 
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to California he bred Holstein-Friesian 
cattle extensively. In California he 
had a fruit farm. 

Besides his wife, Mrs. Laura Geddes 
Smith, a daughter of the late James 
Geddes, he is survived by a son, W. 
Brown Smith; by a brother, Wing R. 
Smith of Lakeland, and by a sister, Mrs.

Be- 
sides having a handsome salary, he is 
provided with a residence, furnished 
with the living for his family, together 
with the share in the capital stock he 
will hold in the Hillerest Farm Com- 
pany. 

This dairy is modeled and run on a 
strictly sanitary basis. In the four 
vears of its existence, it has been ex- 
tensively written up by nearly every 
leading dairy and farm journal in the 
country. The Holstein-Friesian Worta, 
Country Gentleman, Kimball’s Dairy 
Farmer, Hoard’s Dairyman, Breeder’s 
Gazette, ete., have given complete ac- 
counts of the farm, also the New York 
Tribune Farmer, which recently devot- 
ed its entire front page to it.

The dairy maintains a distributing 
station on Main Street in Kansas City 
from which sanitary milk is delivered 
for infants and invalids under the man- 
agement of Mrs. Bertha Bachelor Fos- 
ter, formerly instructor in Domestic 
Keonomy at the Kansas City Manual!

I 
was cold within while my body burned. 
I was not the only one of our battalion 
in this condition, three-fourths suffer- 
ed and fell away; those who could 
no longer march stretched themselves 
upon the earth and wept, and called 
upon their mothers as little children. 
This was heartbreaking. Hunger, fore- 
ed marches, the rain and the grief of 
knowing that one will never see his 
native country again, neither those he 
loves, is the cause of this malady. Hap- 
pily the parents see not their children 
perish along the way; if they saw 
them, it would be too terrible; mauy 
people believe that there is neither 
compassion upon earth nor in heaven. 

As the sun rose we discovered to 
the left, upon the other side of the 
river, and of a great ravine, filled with 
willows and populars, the burning vil- 
lages, the piles of dead, the overturned 
eaisons and cannons, and the fields laid 
waste as far as the eye could see upon 
the route to Halle to Lindenthal and 
to Dolitsch: It was worse than at Lut- 
zen.
